PARIS OREBN ON TOBACCO. 



N« Need to Lse the Foisoa if All tamers 
WMKifcllowThiBPIu. 



The bill to prohibit the om of Paris 
screen on tobacco to destroy the worm is 

^eetin« with strenuous opposition in 
; )e LeKislatare, and the measure may 
c>it pus. Those fighting it urgue that 
farmers wouM not, if it passes, be able to 
grow as much of the weed, as they woukl 
not be able to prevent the nvagei of the 
•fl^ jrm on the growing plant. This argu- 
i^ent would not hold good, for years ago 
before Paris green was ever thoujibt of 
in destroying the worm, larger crops of 
: he weed were grown than at present. 

Th^re will be no neceEnity, however, 
for oiing Paris green, if all tobacco grow- 
ers will adopt the plans suggested for 
killing the fly or moth that produces the 
worm. One plan that has been found 
very affective is to use oobalt or arsenic 
:a jimaon bloom placed about the to- 
bacco tiald. The lly seeks this bloom 
and is killed by the poison. The great 
trouble, however, so inr as this plan is 
cDucerned is to obtain suilicient of the 
jimson flowers. 

A still better plan and one much easier 
to carry out has been used successfully 
by a farmer of tiiis county. He places a 
number of coal oil torches about his to- 
bacco fields at night. These lights at- 
tract the fly, their wings are singed and 
they are then killed next morning. The 
farmer in qneetion destroyed 600 moths, 
by actual count, in one night. 

Let the tobacco growers all adopt this 
, ;,iu and it will not only nave them a 
.ast amount of labor, but will prevent 
/::iy serious damage by the worm, at the 
s^.ine time rendering unnecessary the 
r.cf of I'aris green.
